Hiizleton, Pa., Sept. 24.—Strikers cou-

field, anil there Is no immediate- prospect 
of a truce in the war between labor anil 
capital. Neither side will cede 1111 inch, 
and'the bittemess continues to increase. 


Several collieries in the Lehigh district 


which have been iu constant operation 
will probably close today. President John 
Mitchell of the United Mine Worker* 
and bis lieutenants arc jubilant. They 
declare that the Lattiiucr district, which 
has ever been a stumbling block for the 
unions, has capitulated and cannot )K> op- 
erated by the companies. At JScklcy the 
collieries operated by Coxu & Bros, also 
are considered to be in-line. 


The temper of the people runs high. 


Each side talks of intimidation.

eutiro country swarms with deputies and 
coal and iron police-men. Their laivh-nm-

strong point on the absolute right which 
every man has to work if he chooses to 
do so and pointing out that no man had 
any right, divine or civil, to interfere 
with the exercise of this privilege by his 
neighbor. Lie furthermore entreated the 
miners to refrain from drink, as the sit- 
uation wan one which mnde it imperative 
that their bnilns be clear.

A resident of Des Moines wns a wit- 


ness to .a Spanish bullfight at Seville, 
?paia, a few years ago in which one of 
he animals in the amphitheater was a, 
Texas, steer. A steer, he says, will nev- 
er attack a horse or a man on horseback. 
A man on foot he may kill, but a man 
on horseback be will not molest. 
He 


also does not shut his eyes when he 
charges, while a bull takes his line aud 
then shuts ibis eyes aud charges, never 
deviating from tho line his sight gave 
him before lie closed his orbs. This it is 
that enables the toreador to step so easi- 
ly out of the way, for the bull, not see- 
ing, makes no attempt to reach the man 
When he has moved from the spot he oc- 
cupied when the bull charged. 


"The only trial of the Texas steer,"' 


continued the lownu, "was pulled off .at 
Seville, and while "they intended potting 
seven the first one they let loose gave 
them all they wanted and quickly brought 
that-experiment to an inglorious finish. 
After the steer had cavorted about the 
ring for awhile they turned a horse 
loose. The steer paid no attention to him, 
hut the horse, fearful of the unknown 
beast, would not advance. In came a 
helper with a sharp stick, and the steer, 
positively bellowing for joy, started, as 
the crowd supposed, for the horse. By 
him the steer went in pursuit of the big- 
ger game, nnd the helper shortly cleared 
the protective fence, with ten feet to 
spare owing to the steer's able nssistnnce. 
The representative of the Texas cattle 
trade went over that six foot barrier ns 
though it was a prairie dog mound of-his 
native plains, but the helper won out to 
one of the protective bexes and safety. 


"The steer did his best to get at him, 


but finding it impossible looked about for 
other game with which to sport. The 
stone seats are ten feet above the ground, 
and this has always been an insurmount- 
able barrier for a bull, but they reckoned 
without their Texas steer when they built 
them, for as soon as the steer's eye lit on 
the throng ajwve his bead he 'stepped 
back, and the next instant he was among 
them. Before the people could escape he 
had tossed half a dozen into the ring, but 
they were all rescued by (the ring attend- 
ants. The stone seats cleared, the steer 
returned to the ring, and, seeing no one 
else to throw dowu the gage of battle to, 
took the exact center of the ring and bel- 
lowt'd his defiance to the universe. In the 
meantime the management had been 
busy, aud a soldier with a Mauser lille 
had been summoned fi'om a nearby bar- 
rack. With the box rail ns a rest, he took 
steady aim, nnd with the ping of the bul- 
let the steer's life ended, but the Span- 
iards have not experimented with Ameri- 
can steers in Spanish bull rings since 
that time, nor are they likely to again."— 
Chicago Chronicle.

China's Great Canal System. 


The canal system of China is the most 


extensive in the world with the possible 
exception of that of Holland. Wherever 
the lay of the land permits the thrifty na- 
tive has made a cnnnl. Thus he is en- 
abled to cniry the products of his labor 
to market with the minimum of expense. 
It must be acknowledged, however, the 
iprocess is carried out with the expendi- 
ture of the maximum of time. The wa- 
terways range in size from tho Grand 
cannl hundreds of miles in length and 
navigable by deep water junlc, to the lit- 
tle "neighborhood" canal of barely suffi- 
cient width for two sampans to pass 
each other. 'They serve not only for the 
purposes of navigation and in place o( 
roads for trade mid commerce, but also 
as local fish preserves, as breeding pools 
for water fowl and for laundry purposes. 
In most of the canals there is more or 
less current, so they are not the menace 
to health that is generally supposed.— 
National Geographic Magazine.

AN ARMY, OFFICER SOLVED A 


SHOOTING MYSTERY. 


lie Surprised the Detective* by 


Working Out the Trajectory of the 
Mln»tle an* Locating the Spot From 
Which It Was 


Some of the detectives -were chatting 


together nt headquarters the other night 
and spinning yarns to pass away an idle 
liulf hour or so, and one who had been 
holding forth on the peculiar ways in 
v,hieh the source of bullet shots coming 
from an unseen direction were traced 
told the following story: 


"I was down in Hot Springs, Ark., 


once when a very peculiar accident hap- 
pened to a policeman there. He was, 
more properly speaking, an applicant for 
admission on the force and was under- 
going n physical examination. 
They had 


him standing up against the wall and 
hud just adjusted the measuring machine 
to take his height when, zip, Mr. Police- 
man clapped his hands to his right eye 
and fell all in a heap. He was picked 
up almost unconscious, and an examina- 
tion disclosed the fact that he had been 
hit just above the eye by a partially 
spent bullet, which had fallen to the 
floor with him. 


"We doctored him up and found him 


only slightly hurt, but everybody was 
wondering where iu the world that bullet 
had come from. No shot hud been heard, 
and no shooting affray had been reported 
all that day, but there was a young ar- 
my officer at the reservation theie who 
was pretty well known a& an engineer in 
the artillery arm of* the service. " He 
heard of the queer happening and became 
interested in the case. He came down 
to headquarters next day and had a talk 
with Chief - , and the upshot of it was 
that he was given permission to work 
ou the affair, as he said he was sore he 
could locate the exact spot whence the 
shot came.

1 can't give you 
the technical description, but he -\\orked 
ut his instruments and worked at his pa- 
per nnd finally told us he was going to 
ascertain the trajectoiy of the bullet in

"I don't believe in luck," said a man 


from California at one of the hotels, "but 
there does seem to be a case now and 
then in which, fortune actually chases 
down some fool, grabs him by the hair 
and in spite of his shrieks and struggles 
fills his pockets full of gold. The west 
is full of instances of that kind, but the 
most remarkable that ever came under 
my observation occurred at Frisco about 
six mouths ago. When the Klondike 
craze first started in 1808, to tell you 
the story briefly, a veteran prospectoi; 
named , Peterson drifted into the city 
looking for somebody who might 'grub 
stake' him to try his luck iu Alaska. 


"At lust a tobacconist whom he knew 


slightly iigreed to stand half 'the ex- 
pense and gave him a note to a race 
horse man asking him. to contribute the 
balance. Peterson found the turfman in 
a gambling house half tipsy and playing 
roulette. 
He rend the note, pushed a 


$10 stack of chips on the board and said, 
'I'll play these for you, and if I can win 
your stake with 'em you can have it.' By 
a remarkable coincidence he won three 
or four straight bets, ran the chips up 
to $200 and gave the miner the money. 
The tobacconist put up $200 more, nnd 
Peterson left on the next ship for St. 
Michael's, lie was soon in the Dawson 
district, suffered the usual vicissitudes 
of the gold hunters in that region and 
finally, just as he was about to give uy 
in despair, located a couple of 
good 


claims at the head of Anvil creek, one 
for himself and one for his 'stakers.' He 
developed his own prospect during the 
following summer, got $12,000 out of il 
in dust aud sold the other for $18,000 
cash. Then his health broke down, ant 
last spring he returned home. 


"Meanwhile things had gone badly with 


his patrons. 
The tobacconist died sud 


denly in the fall of 1898, his share in the 
stake going by custom to his associate 
but the horseman had long since forgot 
ten the whole affair, if, indeed, he ever 
remembered it after he got sober.

merly Announced Such un Kveiit. 
"I do not know how the thing originat- 


ed or whore it cumo fiom," obscivcd an 
old resident to n reporter, "but I do 
know of a'custom in my boyhood ilnys in 
Washington. sn> 50 years ago, that, a*i 
fnr as 1 cnn loam, does not exist now. 
It was of draping street doorknobs with 
purple or gold colored ribbons the day a 
wedding \\as to be celebrated in a house. 
It \\us the custom eertainly in the old 
I''ir.st wind—all of the city lying between 
I'ifteeiitli street and Hock creek—nnd 1 
am Mire in some other bectioris, if not 
all over thu city. 
I \vns told once that 


the custom pie\niled in Em ope many 
years ngo, but had fallen into disuse 
there. 
Wry often, if the occupants ol 


the house, the piuents of the bride ot 
others did not provide the outside decora- 
tion, friends furnished it. 
The mails 


was hung like the ordinary funeral era pi 
from the outside doorknob. In the great 
niujotity of the cases n purple ribbon 
was tihcd, but I have seen n gold col- 
ored libbon used. The ends hung louji 
always, reaching to the level of the bot- 
tom ot the door. 


"I lime known of this decoration being 


placed on doors oven without the con- 
sent of the pnrtiesi who were to be mar 
lied and understood thnt it was done b} 
instruction of the clergyman who was tc 
perform the marriage and who did it foi 
his own protection in cases \vhorc the 
marriage banns had not been regularly 
made public in the church. The custom 
of reading out marriage banns was al- 
most uuhersul in the curly 
duys ol 


Washington, all denominations joining in 
it. 
In some churches they were read 


on thice successhe Sundays, la otliois 
on two Sundays, while in others one Sun 
duy. 
In some cases wheie the people 


who were to be married were not church- 
goers or who did not desire that thc'u 
banns should be published in the church- 
es some clergymen demanded that pub 
lie notice should be given of the wed 
ding by the doorknob decoration, whicb 
was hung 'at early breakfast time* and 
remained on the knob until after tht 
wedding was celebrated. In cases when 
there were to be weddings at churches 1 
have known of a similar sign being given 
Some ministers objected "very serious!} 
to the custom, though others were a» 
strongly in its favor. 
I have not SCCB 


anything or indeed heard any one talk 
even of the custom for at least 50 years 
but it wits very generally observed a 
half century ago here and, for all I know, 
in other cities."—Washington Star.
